Deep linking is available, and it’s how an affiliate creates a link to a specific 
page on the merchant's site. Instead of using a standard homepage affiliate 
link, you can link to an article or product that relates to your content to increase 
relevance and conversion rates. For instance, you can deep-link by adding 
your affiliate code to the URL:

Additionally, they pro- 
vide a video tour of the affiliate dashboard, a handbook for beginners, and a 
support forum.
